Area  E3  contains  2 single-story  general 
storage  buildings. 

Area  E4  contains  2 single-story  general 
storage  buildings. 

Other Buildings 

Area  H contains  4 support  buildings. 
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storage  buildings,  and  a driver- training  course. 

Four  KEYHOLE  missions  of  interpretable 
quality  photography  covered  the  area  between 
November  1962  and  June  1964.  Comparative 
analysis  reveals  no  changes  in  the  level  of 
activity  or  facilities.

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Areas 

Area  JL  contains  two  300-  by  60-foot  ve- 
hicle maintenance  and  storage  buildings  and  a 
550-  by  330- foot  motor  park. 

Area  J2  contains  a 120-  by  40- foot  vehicle 
maintenance/storage  building. 

Athletic  Fields 

Area  K is  an  athletic  field. 

Small -Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L contains  2 possible  small-arms 
ranges,  one  370  by  100  feet  and  one  220  by 
120  feet,  and  a range  support  building. 

Driver-  Training  Area 

Area  M is  a large  oval  driver-training 
area  with  a figure-8  course,  straight  roads, 
twisting  roads,  and  practice  parking  areas. 
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
